Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

Systematic  Inspections  of  the  district  were  periodically 
carried  out  and  all  essential  services  were  satisfactorily  maintained 

Water  Supplies:  The  various  service  reservoirs  supplying  the 
district  were  all  cleaned  out  during  the  year.  Analyses  of  water 
from  all  service  reservoirs  were  taken  during  the  year  and  at  Nook 
and  Taxal  Reservoirs  the  standard  of  water  was  found  to  be  below 
the  usual  high  standard.  In  order  to  eliminate  any  possible  sources 
of  pollution  at  these  reservoirs  the  collecting  chambers  and  pipes 
were  cleaned  out  and  several  of  the  chambers  were  reconstructed.  It 
was  not  found  necessary  to  curtail  the  water  supply  at  any  period  of 
the  year. 

Sewerage;  The  sewage  was  satisfactorily  treated  by  the  Joint 
Sewerage  Board  and  no  complaints  were  received  regarding  the 
discharged  effluent.  Cleansing  and  rodding  of  sewers  was  carried 
out  whenever  necessary. 

Refuse  Collection  &  Disposal:  This  work  was  satisfactorily  carried 

out  by  the  Council  and  the  collection  of  salvage  was  enthusiastically 
maintained. 


Factories  Acta 

No  special  measures  had  to  be  taken  during  the  year  and 
the  general  health  of  the  workei^s  remained  good. 

Infectious  and  Other  Diseases. 

No  cases  of  Malaria  or  Dysentery  were  notified.  The 
district  was  again  remarkably  free  from  influenza  throughout  the 
year. 


At  the  year  end  713  children  in  this  area  had  been 
Immunised  against  Diphtheria  since  the  scheme  came  into  operation, 
representing  69.2  $  of  the  estimated  child  population.  Of  the 
713  children  immunised,  466  were  between  5  &  15  years  of  age  and 
247  under  5  years  of  age. 

Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  issued  gratuitously  and  is 
promptly  used  when  necessary.
